A writer fttralsbes some striking 
•gnrea eonoernlng the havoc wrought 
among migrating birds by big light- 
bouses. Th« ligbthooae on the Polnte 
do Penmarch, in Brittany, France, has 
a revolving light of 30,000,000 candle 
power. Visiting this on Novemhor 10 
last year, and again on the twelfth, 
the obeerver saw tens of thousands uf 
birds whirling round, and It seemed 
to him that tbe light shot out a per- 
fect bail of electric sparks among the 
migrants. Next morning be was pres- 
ent while the dead bodies were being 
collected. They are dispatched every 
day to Paris by train, and tu« "catch" 
bo was told, often comprised from 
2,000 to 4,000 victims; one morning 
alone there had been aaooa Oaa WO 
woodcock In th« "bag." 

On the two mornings bo was pres- 
ent there were only a score of wood- 
cock the first day, but on the second 
the ground was littered with from 600 
to 1,000 victims, chiefly blackbirds, 
ducks, woodcock, thrushes and golden 
plovers. Another offender Is the light- 
house on Belle He, off the south 
coast of Brittany. On two dark 
nights last November, with an oast 
Wind blowing, this light caused the 
death of S.200 birds, inelndiag cur-
